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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the reply to the restriction requirement filed 
04/18/06, applicant elected Species II of figures 2a, 2b and 2c for further prosecution. Claim 18 was withdrawn from consideration 
because the limitation of the "lateral outlet" as shown in figure 1 as element number 15 is part of non-elected Species I. The drawings 
submitted with newly added elements 45 and 46 to figures 1a and 1b are not acceptable because the "detent elements" and the "spring 
element" are shown to be merely rectangles. This is not only confusing, but does not show one of ordinary skill in the art how these 
elements operate. Applicant asserts that suction device 12 cannot be viewed as a cover; however, all of the elements shown in the 
figures, except for the blade, are considered part of the cover because they impede a user from contacting the blade. Applicant also 
asserts that no residue could move from port 34 to port 32 if they were connected with tube 7, however, with the force of the blade cutting 
through the workpiece and the currents of air created by the rotation of the blade, one of ordinary skill in the art would expect at least one 
saw dust particle to be conducted from port 34 to port 32.
